I hope you are not as disappointed with ARPJ3 as you were with HSCA but the 
way you talked 1 believe that is inevitable. I think you should try to open your mind 
to what you have closed out of it and to give thought to what is not in your mind. x f 
you want some real accomplishment. 

1 ou are wrong in dismissing the members as mere librarians. And you nay have 
a good relationship with /Harwell but he is not a mere librarian. I have no doubt he

dominates the staff and what itc^oes and does not do. 
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What it lias done to fl/ow that *** know of is no more than make a record 

of covring its ass by being in a position to say that it listened to everybody who 
wanted to be heard which it will say means it did all that could be done.
